Should the swarm be from a hive having 
n good queen, and you happen to have a 
poor queen in another hive, kill her and 
insert а queen cell from the good hive; 
but this will have to be protected by а 
rell protector, else the bees would tear it 
down, as many of them would not know 
they bad not a queen. 

As soon as the swarm has settled, and 
only n very few bees on the wing, it is 
ndvisable to hive it, as there is a. danger 
of it getting away, particularly if it is 
"exposed to the hot sun. 


If you are away from home and do not 
want the bees to swarm, the following 
manipulation is generally successful.— 
Find the comb with the queen on; erush 
any cells that may be there; place these in 
а new hive, filling up with empty combs 
or frames of foundation, Remove brood 
chamber from stand, and place new hive 
with queen thereon; place a queen exeloder 
on, then a super of empty combs, and the 
brood on top of that. Crush any cells 
that may be on the brood combs, and in 
a week go through them again and repent 
the operation. This generally puts n stop 
to the swarming, and having the whole 
forco of bees in the one hive usually results 
in good его 


Increase can be made if desired by 
removing the whole of the upper brood 
box to another stand; but in this caso 
good cell would have to be left. The flying 
bees would go back to the old stand, but 
thero wou]d be sufficient bees hatching to 
look after the brood, 


Should disease be in tho hive, it will 
be onsily detected now, nnd as there would 


be n slight flow of honey on, treatment 
should be given.

Judging from tho comments made by 
the Minister, we believe this proposal wiil 
be adopted and put into operation in the 
near future. 

With regard to the appointment of more 
uspectors, these would naturally follow 
in due course when the registration feos 
are collected, the Minister quite agreeing 
that foul-brood ought to receive prompt 
attention, 

With reference to the prohibition of the 
importation of queens from countries hay 
ing the Isle of Wight disease, tho Minister 
stated that regulations were being framed 
to meet this need.—[These regulations ha ve 
since been issued.—Ed.]

Trouble Over Bees.

Richard  Holditeh, apiarist, of Sussex 
Street, Masterton, was charged at the 
Masterton Polico Court with having failed 
io register his aplury; also with allowing 
foul-brood in his api 


Mr. Burridge said (hat Holditeh wout 
plead guilty fo a technical breach of hav- 
ing failed to register the whole of his 
apiuries. Wolditeh was a well-known boc- 
keeper im Masterton, nnd had registered 
some of his apiaries, but had not rogistered 
them all. With reference to the charge ot 
Daving foul-brood in his apiary, Holditch 
said that he had suffered from inlluonzn, 
and as he was ип old man he had not been 
able to carry ont the work, THe was pre 
pared, however, to carry out the work ns 
quickly аз possible, Counsel asked that 
only а nominal penalty be inflicted, ns the 
сазе would net as a! warning to other 
npiarists, 
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‘The representatives of the Government 
Department said that .it was important 
that foul-brood shonld be obliterated, other- 
wise the disease would militate against 
auecesstul ` be-keoping throughout the 
country. 

His Worship fined Holditeh 30/- on the 
three cases of failing to register his 
apiaries, nnd fined him £5 for allowing 
fouk-hrood in his apiary. 


District Reports. 


MALVERN. 


After two months of the most unsettled 
wenther imaginable, we are at last having 
ното spring weather. August and Sep 
tember weather consisted of a mixture f 
rain, sleet, and bitter south-west winds, 
with a fine day now and again, However, 
wo have had something over a week of 
beautiful weather now, and what n 
change!—willows have come out in bloom, 
and so have the early flowering fruit trees 
‘There is а grove of wild cherry trees along 
side my apiary, and the hum of the bees 
among this bloom is good to bear. 


The bees have come throogh the winter 
fairly well, most of the hives being well 
stocked with brood and young bees; but 
stores nre getting low in many cases, and 
if the present flow should get a sudden 
cheek, it will be necessary to feed—that 
is, if ono can get anything to feed them 
with. The position seems to be that thi 
senson is а month late and the bees 
month too soon. Prospects, barring Inte 
frosts, seem good for n big crop, as white 
clover is showing in abundance every 
where, 


I made a mistake last autumn in leaving 
several oxeluders on the hives, and һа 
lost several queens; as a result, the bees 
left the bottom and took to the top storey, 
in some cases leaving a lot of stores b 
hind them, and as the queen could not 
follow them they perished. 


I had a visit from Messrs, Earp and 
Young a few months ago. ‘They were on 
the trail of the box-hive man, and Т think 
they enught a few of them, 


T read an article in this month's Journal, 
signed by W. A. Goodacre, statiug that there 
is no mysterious bee disense in Australia; 
but, like tho Scotsman, Т ha ma’ doots! 
T remember roading a few years back 
"whole volumes relating to some such 
disonse thero playing havoc among bees in 
that country. Some expert who was 
studying this disease, gave n deseription 
of it and its olfects on the boes, also de- 
scribing tho appearance of the germ that 
caused tho trouble, Now what has become 
of this disenso?

Increasing tho Penalty under the Apiaries

Mr. Luke's Honey Pump. 


Here is another thing we all want to 
know about.

reported some years ago having found а 
customer unable to work the boney pump 


on an extractor, when the fault lay in 
the fact that the pulleys bad been те. 
versed. 


The small pulley, running three 
times to the other one's once, was on the 
ump. When it was placed on the ex 
tractor, thus turning three times to turn 
the pump once, everything went O.K. Mr. 
Luke does not state the bore of the honey 
delivery pipe. If this is too small the in 
ternal friction wonld prevent speedy de 
livery. Honey, whether sticky or thin, 
has a high factor of friction, and may be 
Mr. Luke has too small a delivery pipe. 
'Geron'' has a pump to construct, and 
wants all the information he can obtain 
about their successful use on an extractor, 
Has any other reader had any experience 
with these much lauded honey pumps? This 
news is very disquieting after all one bas 


read in the American Bee Journals of their 
complete success.

. Isle of Wight disease ns it occurred iu 
England was a very serious epidemic dis 

order, Zander said the same in Germany. 
Drs, Fantham and Porter, after a very 

thorough investigation, in the published 
‘account of their researches in Annals 
of Tropical Medicine and Parasitology,’’ 
Vol. VL, No, 2, 1912, described the Pro 

tozoan parasite Nosema apis as the cause 
of the trouble. They found no uniform 
set of symptoms, but some of the following 
were always present:—Distended abdomen, 
dysenterie discharges, falling from the 
alighting board, a sort of paralysis and dis- 
location of the wings, dwindling of the 
colony, loss of stinging power, stationary 
defaccation, fouling with excrement, some 
darkening of the wax; occasionally ‘‘dry 
dysentery.” They stated very definitely 
that there were sometimes unreliable symp- 
toms in diagnosis, One could not be sure 
of finding all symptoms, Nosema spores 
were constantly found in association, Some 
bees are immune, or apparently во; adverse 
conditions, such ns wet, cold weather, fa- 
vour the advent of the disease, Some 
bees are immune, but parasite carriers. 
Feeding with Nosoma spores gave rise to 
the symptoms of the disease, No special 
precautions or technique seem to have been 
evolved fo prevent any other possible 
casual agent of Isle of Wight disease being 
also fed in the experiments, Tt would be 
obviously diffieult to do so. Bees might 
be affected with the young intra-cellmlar 
stages of the parasite, and die without 


giving rise to adule Nosemn spores. 


tham and Porter's work was sub 
ject to criticism by J. Anderson and d 
Rennie in Proe. Royal Physical Societ 
Edinburgh, Sept, 1916. These writers con- 
eluded that while Nosoma was associated 
with the disease, very often there was 
some other unknown externnl factor ìn- 
volved; that the disease was probably in- 
fectious, Thoy do not to шо nppenr to 
have evaluated the importance of Fantham 


to apprehend risk of introducing dison 


and Porter's decision that bees may be 
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jmmune to the effects of Nosema, or, im 
mune and carriers of Nosema, thit a bee 
may show no signs of Nosema spores, and 
yot die from the parasitic invasion of 
Nosema in its young stages (intracellular), 
They 10 not record microscopic work on 
sections of the bee stomach from all dis 
vased bees; their search for Nosema in the 
cases in which they got negative results 
was apparently confined to search of gut 
contents for the spores. All the evidence 
they adduce against the Nosema theory 
is thus answered by the previons work of 
Fantham and Porter. 


The statement that ‘‘the presence of Ё 


Nosema or its spores was only found in 
84 per cent, of the diseased bees examined 
from Stornoway?’ is more in favour of 
Fantham and Porter's conclusions than 
against them.

5. Dr, б. F. White, the greatest Ameri

“Isle of Wight’? disease, He is not satis-| 


fied ns to the identity of American 
Nosema diseaso with Islo of Wight disease. 
For the prosent the American beekeeper 
should bear in mind that when Nosema 
disease is given as the diagnosis, a con- 
dition having the destructiveness described 
for the Isle of Wight disease is not meant. 

‘Nosema disease is such a definite con- 
dition that its differentiation from the dis- 
orders should not be difficult. Tt is the 
only adult disease that ean be diagnosed 
positively at the present time by labora 
tory methods.’? "Phe symptoms һе gives 
sre:— Weakness of the colony; small or 
largo number affected; loss in strength, 
gradual or sudden; workers suffer most; 
colour changes in stomach; milly when 
crushed; distention of stomach, loss of 
transpareney; large infection of Nosema 
and diagnostic value. 


6. Nosema infection occurs in Brazil, 
Canada, England, Germany, Switzerland, 
and twenty-seven States of U.S.A. 


т. Nosoma apis occurs in Australia. lt 
was recorded in Victoria by Price and 
Beuhne in 1910 (Journal of Agricultur 
Vietoria, 1910), The organism was found; 
the milky nature of the stomach contents 
shows that it had niveh in common with 
the American Nosema disease.

As recently as 1919 (in Agricultural 
Gazette, New South Wales, page 593), Mr, 
Goodacre has written on ‘Spring Dwind 
ling''; the symptoms therein recorded show 
characteristics identical with the Ameri 
can Nosema disense, and though not as 
malignant as the Isle of Wight disease 
which assumed epidemic proportions in 
England, not otherwise unlike it. The 
fact that Nosema was not searched for or 
not found does not convince unless the 
gut was examined for young stages. 
Nosema has. been occasionally found in 
bees in New South Wales. 


The following seem to be the inevitable 
conclusions from a survey of the literature 
and from the knowledge in possession of 


this Braneh regarding the Isle of Wigbt 
disease in this State:— 


1, Our bees are somewhat immune to No- 


sema disease under the good conditions 
prevailing here. 


2. We do not appear to have suffered as 
severely as beekeepers in England have 
from Isle of Wight disense. Tt seems 
very likely that Nosema disease and 
Isle of Wight disease are identical; 
that bees can develop immunity to 
Nosema; that they lose it if exposed 
to adverse conditions, especially if 
short of nectar and pollen, and exposed 

to cold, wet conditions; that somo 

strains are more immune than others; 
that some bees nre immune to its 
effects but act as carriers; that
